The  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is  an 
open  window  from  which  to  see  the  world.  It  is  a 
taste  of  the  world  of  ideas  ...  a  glimpse  into  the 
greatest  minds  of  man  ...  a  chance  to  recognize 
and  make  the  connection  between  ourselves  and 
the  universe  and  the  universe  in  each  of  us. 

It  is  an  introduction  to  the  greatest  "ABC's"  of 
all.  Fram  Aristotle  to  Beethoven,  from  Candide  to 
Dylan,  from  Euripides  to  Freud,  and  from  God  to 
Hemmingway,  the  pattern  of  the  geometry  of 
ideas  and  personalities  is  endless  and  complex. 

It  is  the  responsibility  and  joy  of  the  faculty  and 
students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  to  examine  these 
patterns,  ideas,  and  personalities  and  to  discover 
their  relevance  to  themselves  and  the  direction  of 
their  lives.  Communication,  language,  information, 
insight  and  judgement  through  synthesis  is  our 
goal. 


The  Applied  Science  Department  offers  the  Wilkes  Community 
College  student  a  variety  of  opportunities  to  become  proficient  in 
occupational  skills.  Skilled  jobs  in  the  technical-vocational  areas  are 
critical  to  business  and  industry.  Student  learning  experiences  evolve 
around  hands-on  lab  and  class  situations. 

The  Department  consists  of  vocational  and  technical  curricula. 
Included  in  the  vocational  curricula  are  Auto  Body  Repair, 
Automotive  Mechanics,  Carpentry  and  Industrial  Mechanics.  The 
technical  curricula  consists  of  Building  Construction,  Diesel  and 
Equipment,  Food  and  Environmental  Science,  Horticulture  and  Poultry 
and  Livestock. 


This  department  of  the  college  is  composed  of  programs  that 
are  service  oriented  and  meet  a  variety  of  human  needs. 

The  nursing  program  is  growing  and  offers  a  degree  in 
nursing.  Hotel-Restaurant  management  and  food  service  offer 
opportunities  in  a  rapidly  growing  industry. 

Criminal  Justice  and  social  services  are  closely  related 
programs  that  meet  the  needs  of  students  seeking  a  career  in 
this  area.  Students  interested  in  early  childhood  education  can 
work  toward  a  degree  in  this  department. 

Physical  Education  both  on  and  off  campus  is  the 
responsibility  of  this  department.  To  meet  the  instructional 
needs  of  this  department,  a  highly  qualified  cadre  of  full-time 
instructors  are  supplemented  by  part-time  instructors  with 
special  skills. 


The  world  in  which  we  live  is  changing 
continually,  and  the  Mathematics  and  Science 
department  is  seeking  to  discover  and  teach  these 
changes  through  the  field  of  Biology,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Mathematics,  Electronics,  and  the 
technology  of  Radio-Television  Broadcasting. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  scholars  and  specialists  in 
both  traditional  and  newer  areas  of  mathematical 
and  science  applications  the  College  has 
developed  curricula  which  are  specially  oriented 
toward  various  applications  of  mathematics  and 
science.  These  curricula  lead  to  the  degree  of 
Associate  in  Science,  Associate  in  Applied  Science 
degree  in  Electronics  Engineering,  and  Diploma  in 
Radio-Television  Broadcasting. 


The  term  Continuing  Education 
at  Wilkes  Community  College 
includes:  Extension  (Occupational 
and  Academic),  Human  Resources 
Development,  Adult  Basic 
Education,  the  Senior  Center, 
Handicapped  and  Disadvantaged 
Program  and  comprises  (on  an 
average)  one-third  of  the  total 
enrollment  of  the  college. 

Extension  programs  provide 
opportunities  for  vocational 
training,  job  upgrading, 
recertification,  cultural  and 
enrichment  courses  and  personal 
enjoyment. 

Human  Resources  Development 
provides  structured  pre-vocational 
training,  counseling,  and  assistance 
into  permanent  employment  or 
further  educational  training  for 
chronically  unemployed  or 
underemployed  adults. 

Adult  Basic  Education  is  an 
instructional  program  designed  to 
eliminate  the  inability  of  adults  to 
read  and  write  and  to  substantially 
raise  their  educational  level. 

The  Senior  Center  is  a 
community  focal  point  on  aging 
where  older  persons  as  individuals 
or  in  groups  come  together  for 
services  and  activities  which 
enhance  their  dignity. 

The  handicapped/disadvantaged 
program  at  WCC  is  designed  to 
instruct  those  who  are 
homebound  or  confined  to  a  rest 
or  nursing  home. 

Continuing  Education  at  WCC  is 
"problem  centered"  rather  than 
"subject  centered." 


The  Learning  Resources  Division 

offers  freedom  and  flexibility  in 
learning.  There  are  four  instructional 
programs  —  Special  Services, 
Individualized  Studies,  G.E.D.,  and 
Adult  High  School  Diploma. 

Special  Services  offers  refresher 
courses,  counseling,  and  goal  setting. 
Skills  in  reading,  English,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  algebra  are  self-paced 
for  the  student. 

Individualized  studies  allows  the 
student  to  solve  class  scheduling 
problems,  enroll  at  any  time,  set 
his/her  own  pace,  work  on  an 
individual  basis  with  the  instructor, 
earn  additional  credit,  review  skills, 
explore  new  subjects,  and  study  for 
personal  improvement. 

The  G.E.D.  equivalency  diploma  is 
accepted  in  place  of  a  high  school 
diploma  by  most  colleges  and 
industries.  The  student  can  realize  a 
personal  goal,  have  some  fun  doing  it, 
and  meet  some  new  friends  along  the 
way.  Schedules  can  be  arranged  to  fit 
the  student's  lifestyle.  The  program  is 
offered  Monday  through  Thursday 
from  8:00  a.m.  until  9:00  p.m.  and  on 
Fridays  from  8:00-5:00. 

The  Adult  High  School  Diploma  is 
accepted  for  job  opportunities, 
college,  and  armed  forces.  The  student 
can  begin  anytime  and  move  at 
his/her  own  speed. 

The  Library  has  specialized  books 
and  magazines  for  college  courses, 
indexes,  up-to-date,  and  reference 
collection. 


The  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association 
is  a  very  active  group 
at  WCC.  Its  purpose 
is  to  involve  the  stu- 
dents in  every  aspect 
of  Community  Col- 
lege life.  The  SGA 
also  works  with  the 
clubs  to  help  pro- 
mote college  pride 
and  spirit.
